(NC)—Picketing and boycotting are 
justified by the teachings of the gospel and the papal 
encyclicals on social justice, Cesar Chavez, United 
Farm Workers of America president, said here. 


He was interviewed by the Arizona Register, Tucson 
diocesan newspaper, shortly after a California bill 


mandating secret ballot elections for farm workers . 


became law. 


CHAVEZ SAID the boycott of Gallo wines will not be 
called off until after the elections and good contracts 
are signed. : 

Praising the legislation, the California bishops called 
for an end to pressure tactics by the UFWA, the 
Teamsters and the growers until after the elections. 
(See story on page 13.) ; 

In the Register interview Chavez said the UFWA 


_ seeks the support of religious groups because its cause © 


is a moral issue, not only an economic one. 


HE URGED Arizonans to pass a bill similar to the 
California law and said the UFWA will insist on the 
rights of its members in both states. 


(Meanwhile, the Gallo Winery in Modesto responded 


_ to the law calling it ‘‘historic’’ in half-page ads in 


metropolitan daily newspapers. Gallo noted that

The unusually large vote of Spanish- 
speaking Catholics shown by the Synod II 
policy RAP-Up report was a result of an 
intensive effort to get them involved in the 
affairs of their Church, according to Synod 
organizers. 

In the final figures for votes cast in the 
sessions to indicate acceptance or rejec- 
tion of proposed policies for the diocese, 
votes for Spanish-speaking Catholics out- 
numbered all others in the diocese by 
three to one. : 


OFFICIAL SYNOD office figures show 
3,901 participants in English language 
groups and 12,934 in Spanish language 
groups. Names of all participants are re- 
corded. 

-Although certain votes were cast by 
Spanish speaking Catholics in sessions 
held during homily time at Mass, this 
group numbers less than 1,000, according 
to Sister Sara Murietta, who is credited 
with much of the effort which has pro- 
duced such outstanding Mexican- 
American returns. 


When asked how she accounted for such 


-numbers, she said: “Perhaps it isinanswer 

to the fact that there is now a Mexican-. 
- American bishop (Bishop Gilbert Chavez). 
and the people feel there is hope for them 


in the official Church.” 

- Father Phillip Straling, executive sec- 
retary of the Synod, said the Synod Com- 
missions will have to evaluate all voting 


returns and make judgments regarding re- - 


commendations to the bishop. 


“WE ARE GOING to have to leave it tothe 
commissioners to make a judgment and to 
interpret the’ large Spanish-speaking 
vote,’’ but Iam very pleased with their turn- 
out” he said in an interview. “Their vote 
presents a real dichotomy, but we have to 
face it.” 

The Spanish vote was in almost every 
case overwhelmingly in favor of the policy 
proposed. Sister Murietta said this was be- 
cause the policies were explained to the 
people “in a positive way.” 

She said they were told in their groups 
that these policies had come from the 
Speak-up sessions earlier and were what 
the people wanted. 


“THEREFORE THEY were asked to give 
a vote of confidence in the commissions,” 
she said. ‘“‘We-did not discuss the pro and 
con arguments included in the policy 
sheets.” 

A further explanation of the large vote 
was the way in which other activities at 
churches were suspended in favor of the 
Synod discussions, according to Sister 


‘Murietta. 


“They cancelled their usual Bible clas- 
ses, Guadalupana meetings and other 
parish activities in order to have meetings 
on the Synod policies.” 


ASKED HOW THE groups were or- 
ganized, and whether any were very large, 
she said the majority were in groups of 30 
to 35 discussing the policies under local 
captains, often in the homes of parishion- 
ers. : 

“There were also meetings held after 
Mass on Sundays, particularly in parishes 


where the Spanish-language Mass is the 


last to be celebrated, after which people

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Too many refugees, 


too few sponsors 


Southern Cross Reporter : 
How many Vietnamese refugees are there? Where-are they 


_ going to be resettled and who is going to help them? 


“As nearly as we can determine,”’ said Msgr. Mark Doran, 
director of Catholic Community Services (CCS) for the San 


Diego diocese, ‘there are more than 100,000 refugees. Some 


estimates run as high as 150,000.” - 


THE REFUGEE population at Camp Pendleton ‘averages 
about 18,000, he said, explaining that as refugee families are 


‘placed with sponsors more families are brought in from Guam 


and Wake Islands or the Philippines. 

The United States Catholic Conference (USCC) has asked 
the bishop of every diocese in the nation to estimate how 
many refugees they will be able to accept for resettlement. 

“Right now,”’ Msgr. Doran said, ‘‘we want to help as many 
as possible, but we are just not prepared realistically to 
estimate how many refugees we can handle. 


“AND WE won’t know until we get our sponsorship 
program working well. We still need sponsors to help 
refugees by, finding them jobs, homes, schools, etc. And we 
have to get our group sponsorship plan working.” 

He is convinced that the best way to resettle refugees in 
this diocese is through group sponsorship. ‘‘We could make 
real progress if each parish, or groups like the Knights of 
Columbus or Catholic Daughters of America; would each 
sponsor at least one refugee family. 

“Individual sponsors are vitally important but group ef-- 
forts could really get our resettlement program going,”’ he 


_ said. 


He cited nine parishes who are interested in sponsorship, 


_ including St. Gabriel in Poway, Good Shepherd in Mira Mesa, 


All Hallows and Mary Star of the Sea in La Jolla, and St. 
Columba, Our Mother of Confidence, Holy Spirit, Holy 
Family and St. Michael’s, all in San Diego. 


~ INDIVIDUALS OR groups willing to help a refugee family 
are urged to call the CCS office in San Diego at 233-6129. “The 
resettlement program is being handled in our’ Riverside 
office by Don Roquerre, 686-7112; and in our San Bernardino 
office by Carol Rex, 885-3838.” 

Bert Donaldson, who is directing the program in San 
Diego, reports that as of June 5, CCS had received 258 calls 
from prospective sponsors.- ‘‘Of these 217 are still being 
considered or have been approved and 41 have been rejected 
or have withdrawn,”’ he said. 

‘To date 24 refugees have been placed with eight sponsors in 
the diocese by CCS. ‘‘The USCC at Camp Pendleton has 
placed 397 refugees here,’’ he added. 


IN MANY CASES, he explained, sponsors and refugees 


- bypass the diocesan. office completely working with the 


USCC at Camp Pendleton. pocket ; 
Joseph Brattaglia, USCC resettlement director at Camp 
Pendleton, said that his staff has already placed 4,000 


_ refugees with sponsors throughout the country. 


“About 20 per cent of those remain in Southern California,” 
he said. : : 

He also agrees that. there is a shortage of volunteer 
sponsors, not only in the San Diego diocese but also in other 
dioceses. 


“BUT THAT is not our only problem. We could move 4,000 


more refugees out of here tomorrow, but they can’t leave'the 


camp until they get security clearances from the U.S, State. 


Department.” : 

Msgr. Doran said he could place more refugees too if the 
security clearances were not so slow in coming through. 
“Our efforts are further delayed by red tape of the U.S. 
Immigration Department at Pendleton,” he said. 

There are seven other church and secular organizations 
working at Camp Pendleton, Brattaglia said. “They are 
working hard, but we have processed about twice the number 
of refugees they have because we have a larger, stronger 
organization.”

Every man/woman his/ her own theologian 


As this piece will focus somewhat on’ matters 
relating to women and other absorbing topics, | 
thought it was safer to cover all bases in the 
heading. There is a current tendency among lay 
groups to assume the mantle of a doctorate in 
divinity or sacred theology. 


Take, for example, the opening statement in the 
“‘creed’’ of Catholics For A Free Choice: ‘‘We 
believe it is an individual woman’s right to make 
decisions regarding abortion and contraception in 
accordance with her own ‘conscience...’’ That's 
where they start off on the wrong foot, and plunge 
headlong. into trouble. 


No individual has a right to make a decision on ~ 


the life of another human being. Nobody has that 
right. That is official Catholic doctrine and the 
teaching of the Magisterium. There are, of course, 
cases such as war or the death penalty which causes 
a life to be taken, but this is not in the same 
category as one person, a woman, deciding she has 
the right to kill another person, the child within her. 
If that were so, it would mean the strong have the 
right to kill the weak, at any time for no reason 
other than personal convenience. And that’s hardly 
a safe proposition for women’s liberation. 


Even from Cardijn, too 


A recent bulletin of the Catholic Cardijn Center 
in San Diego carries editor Ted McLaughlin’s views 
in which he takes Bishop Maher to task for being 
“‘nolitically inept’’ in his action over the National 
Organization for Women (NOW) and says: ‘‘/Bishop 
Maher’s letter appears to be one more example of 
the hierarchy’s disregard for the consciences and 
sensitivities of the people they purport to serve.’ 

Perhaps Mr: McLaughlin should study theology, 
Canon Law and a few other things before bursting 
so strongly into print to attack his own bishop. The 


editorial also states: ‘‘A person’s dignity should be © 


recognized by allowing him the responsibility of 
deciding for himself if he is in keeping with the 
Church’s position.’ lf anyone can support abortion 
and ‘‘decide for himself if he is in keeping with the 
Church” he surely has_a very strange understand- 
ing of the teaching and authority role of the Church 
of Christ. 


-Of coursé we.are encouraged to develop our own 
consciences. But in so doing we have to take full 
cognizance of the Church’s teaching by examining 
all authorities, and not a few neo-theologians in 
Time magazine. 

A recent editorial in Glamour magazine was 


enlightening, to the extent that it shows the 
pro-abortion lobby is worried about the anti-abor- 


tion situation: ‘‘As the abortion issue stands just. 


now, it is not a legal right we can take for granted. 
Nor can we afford to be complacent,’’ it stated. 
Certainly not, dear Glamour. 


Revolution, tomorrow is NOW 
A National Organization for Women document 
called ‘‘Revolution, tomorrow is NOW’’ lists its 
secret legislative aims, its resolutions and policies. 
~ Goals for state and local action include repeal of 
. abortion laws, of course, but more interesting, 


perhaps is their wish to ‘‘challenge the tax-exempt © 


status of the Catholic Church since it is lobbying 
against abortion law repeal.’’

In a report by “‘Task Force Chair One’’ (not 
chairperson), Emily Champagne, is the statement 
that ‘‘the few -resolutions which were passed 
generally were directed at sexist policies within 
individual groups (The Roman Catholic Church and 
the Salvation Army).’’ 


Finally it is worth noting—in their own 
words — ‘‘that NOW recognizes the double oppres- 
sion of women who are lesbians and...be it resolved 
that NOW acknowledge the oppression of lesbians 
as a legitimate concern of feminism,’’ Earlier in the 
document NOW states that although ‘‘lesbians 
were never excluded from NOW...we have been 
evasive or apologetic about their presence within 
the organization...we have treated them as 
step-sisters...’’ 


NOW is a force set to continue to influence our 


legislators. This will give you some idea of what - 


concerns them. 


Trial by ordeal 
A recent article in the Wall Street Journal 


“described state bar examinations for attorneys as 


“trial by ordeal.’’ A friend of mine, who by any 
standards is no academic sluggard, already having 
a double doctorate, has now failed twice to pass the 
bar exam and cannot think why: He is not blaming 
anything, or anybody, nor recriminating, but is 
frankly puzzled. Now he’s all set to study for a third 
time, night and day for months, to sit it again. 


The USD law school did very well in the recent 


exams, having no less than a 92 per cent pass for 
first time examinees. This compares with the state 
average of about 42 per cent. Professor Joe Brock, 
retiring USD law school professor, told me this in 
pride for the school he helped to mold. He, too, was 
recognized by the state in a different way recently. 
The California State Assembly passed a resolution 
recognizing his particular contributions in the areas 
of. education and community affairs at national, 
state and local. levels. ; 


Divorced Catholics 

There are about six million divorced Catholics in 
the U.S.A., according to Father James Young, 
CSP, and about half of them. have remarried. In a 
recent article in the magazine U.S. Catholic he 
called for ‘‘an amnesty during the 1975 Holy Year 
for all American Catholics who have been separated 
from the Roman Catholic Communion because of 
divorce and remarriage.’’ His proposal, when put 
to selected readers, evoked a 58 per cent favorable 
vote. 


Although there are indications that the Church 
will be annulling more and more marriages, Father 
Young said, “It is clear that they (the marriage 


tribunals) will never be able to touch the backlog or . 


keep up with the growing demand. Many of these 
Catholics now in second marriages believe they are 
in their first real marriage,’’ he added. 


| recently had the-pleasant duty of remarrying-a 
couple who had been married in the Church, then 


divorced, but who decided to'come back together — 


again. Of course, in the eyes of the Church they 
were never other than married, so the ceremony 
was more a renewal of marriage vows. But it filled 
legal requirements for the civil records.

Not on power 
Pope Paul's words to President. Ford 
when they met in the Vatican a week ago 


included a_ significant reference to power 
politics. 


He said: ‘‘We must raise our voice to 
remind people that it is not upon power that a 
peaceful and humane international order can be 
based, but upon the criterion of justice, upon 
respect and understanding of rights and needs 
of others, and upon a spirit of generous . 
cooperation of the strongest with the weakest, 
for their mutual advantage.’’ 


As a nation whose stature is based on 
power, the United States is an obvious target of 


. the Pope’s words. So is Soviet Russia. So is 


China. In fact we have the power to destroy the 
Soviet Union about 200 times over, and they 
can retaliate in kind. 


The United States-and the Soviet Union are 


also the world’s largest manufacturers and 


sellers of the weapons of war. On them falls-the 
responsibility to distribute or withhold the 
forces of destruction. 


‘It is not upon power that a 
peaceful...international order can be based...,’’ 
said the Pope. 


It is as well for the world that there is 
still a moral leader—the head of the Roman 
Catholic Church— who can remind men of true

We were talking...about religious 
education of the youung—or the old for that 
matter—and wondering whether the usual 
or traditional structures of instruction are 
adequate enough to bring a person to that 
point where a_ personal ‘act of faith 
becomes possible: 


New methods, new material, new 
approaches, are all effective tools when 


used by a teacher of imagination and ~ 


enthusiasm, who knows the subject and 
cares about communicating it to the 
students. 


BUT THEN, so were the old techniques 
in catechetics when taught by a person of 
similar talents. | recall very well being 
drilled in the Baltimore catechism by tyros 
‘who seemed to me wholly out of place in a- 
habit, but | also remember with gratitude, 
coming to a revelation of the profound and 
intensely personal love of God through the 
holiness of a gentle Dominican nun using 
the same text. 


She was, incidentally, the first person | 
ever knew to be utterly, helplessly in love 
with God, and when she spoke of him it 
was as though we- entered a different 


‘plane of existence, exciting and challeng- 


ing, yet deeply calming. 


RELIGION IS only cananieble ona 
personal level, as Jesus demonstrated 
when he said to the curious, ‘‘Come and 
see.’’ To teach as Jesus taught is not 
merely to have recourse to stories and 
appropriation to make a point. 


To teach as he taught is to make the 
truth visible in one’s person, and 
knowledge luminous in one’s lifestyle and 
attitude towards life and all creation. To 
teach as Jesus taught is to keep the eye 
fixed upon the Father, so that everything 
leads to him; everything comes from him 
and everything is in him. 


_A priest who spent many years on the

PROFESSIONAL Christians—those who 
not only observe the letter but the 
practice—have encountered God in one 
way or another and come to that love 
experience in which true commitment 
becomes possible, and a transcendent 
vision of the purpose and mission of 
mankind is-grasped as a reality. 


A teacher who knows and lives the 
religious experience seems to have the 
ability to transform even the dullest 
subject matter,to open young minds to 
share his vision and affix their longings to 
an objective beyond themselves. 


This is not in any way to minimize the 
importance of familiarity with the 
organizational structure of the Church, its 
dogma and teaching on faith and morals, 
or any of the myriad facts pertaining to the 
faith. 


FAITH LEANS on the Word of God as 
transmitted by the Church and cannot be 
attained apart from the acceptance of the 
Word. We enter into faith through this 
system and become part of it, but it is a 
system meant to be transcended and bring. 
us into communication with God.

‘phere is nothing in the world’ that 
would like more to do, dear Uncle, than work 
with you among the Frizians.”’ 


The date was the eighth century. The 
place was Winborne Monastery in Anglo 
Saxon England. The writer was Sister Lioba 
(now Saint Lioba) niece of St. Boniface, the 


_ first to answer her uncle’s call for religious 


volunteers to work among the tribes of what 
now is a portion of southern Germany. 


AMONG SCORES of women missionaries, 
Sister was laboring for the tribes when 
Boniface with an axe destroyed the sacred 
oak of the Frizians and was likewise in the 
field when the Frizians finally martyred the 
firey missionary who today is patron of 
Germany. 


To more or less degree, choice souls in 
every century have answered Christ’s plea 
that the believers go to the unbelievers. In 
our latest head count (Catholic Almanac 


1975) the foreign born and native born men. 


in mission lands (prelates, priests, and 
Brothers): total 74,307 plus the similarly 
foreign and native born religious women 
who total 214,207. This provides us with a 
final total approximate of 288,415, an 


all-time high. 


' Today a somber cast hangs over both 
Catholic and Protestant world missions in 
the presumably. complete destruction of 
Christian hopes in China, the world’s largest 
nation of 750,000,000. 


TO A LESS degree, the ‘spread of 
economic and political imperialism in 
Western Europe has shown this area its full 


‘vigor of a self-supporting, self-governing 


and self-propagating Christian program. 

In our own land we have experienced a 
period of spiritual tepidity which promises to 
right itself by the 1980s, yet which 
meanwhile has slowed the full-hearted spirit 
of sacrifice which is demanded for life-long 
dedication to the world apostolate. 

However, “‘there’s nothing. to fear but 
fear,’’ nothing to dissolve this fear like 
keeping eyes and heart on the wide horizons 
of the world. In the face of a slow-down there 


‘have been reassuring gains. 


As consoling in Church growth as any area 
of the globe in this period is the continent of 
Africa. Thé African continentwith 42,000,000 
Catholics is°as deeply alive to economic, 
cultural, religious and political evolution as 
any area on the globe. 


Zaire, the former Belgian Congo, is an 
example. It is ruled by an African Catholic 
who respects the heavily Catholic populace 
in his nation but who comes down with a 
hard hand on any liberties taken by the 
Catholic hierarchy that hark back to olden 
days. 

More than 40 African bishops are headed 
by an African cardinal. On one occasion the 
president required the cardinal (a boyhood 
friend) to go into exile for a period for his 
““impertinences.”” 


THE PRESIDENT: of Nigeria, a vital 
nation counting a fifth of Africa’s. popula- 
tion, is a Moslem. He is not hostile to his 
3,500,000:Catholic citizenship. Yet recently, 
when a sector of his realm engaged in armed 


rebellion upon the subdual of the revolt, he 
ordered some 300 Catholic missionaries out 
of the country for siding with the rebellion. 
He has henceforth refused entrance to badly 
needed Catholic missioners. 


An indication of the prestige earned by the 
Church in Africa is the selection of two 
African archbishops as major officers in 


Rome’s Sacred Congregation of Evangeliza- " 


tion. 


CURIOUSLY, ‘Christian life in Eurasia, 
both Catholic and Protestant, faces two 
formidably active competitors for souls. In 
the first instance it is the Moslem and in the 
second the Communist- : 


In the first instance the Moslem may be 
respected for his deep spiritual discipline, 
though we regret his active hostility toward 
all other faiths. In the second instance we 
face the Communist with, far more 
important, the Communist’s brutal hostility 
toward everything spiritual. 


Since Communism’s first great explosion 
of 1917, its world center flourishes in Russia: 
the union of 15 Soviet Socialist Republics 


which stretch from the Baltic to the Pacific ” 


with Moscow the capital. In recent years 
more and more good souls, “forced in fear 
into the Red ranks, have become disillusion- 
ed in their adherence. 


As to the Moslem, Pope Paul on the 
occasion of Vatican II made strong overtures 
to friendly communion. In the early 20th 
century much savagery took place between 
Moslem and Eastern Christians. 


THE DISCOVERY of oil’in Arabia will 
bring important changes among Moslems. 
The classic Moslem world is a solid block of 
nations on the shores of Africa from Egypt 
through to the Atlantic and in Western Asia 
from Iraq to Pakistan with the desertic 
Arabian Peninsula in between. How will the 
minority of Eastern Rite Christians fare in 
this oil change? 


More directly affecting Christians was the 
Westward march of the Moslem in centuries 
gone by. They reached the southern tip of 
the Philippines just as the Spaniards reached 
the northern tip. Their Filipino colony gives 
grief today to the Christian Filipino 
government. At a world congress on the 
Malay Peninsula in 1974, the Moslems 
sharply condemned the Filipinos for 
maltreatment of their brethren. Manila 
immediately acted solicitously. 


Christianity in the huge continent of Asia 
continues with miniscule dimensions. Yet 
zeal and hope prevail. India, Sri Lanka, 
Japan, Taiwan, Korea inch ahead. 


Oddly enough, the most densely Catholic 
area is the Flores Archipelago, shared by 
Indonesia and Portugal. Far off Asia’s major 
highways. three quarters of a_ million 
Christians thrive and increase. 


OUR U.S. and European Churches may 
take pride in their solicitude toward genuine 
missionary territories throughout Central 
and South America. 


Added to contributing toward lack of 
clergy and Sisters to fill basic custodial 
responsibilities is the difficult task of huge 
numbers of forest Indians. Bolivia, as an 
instance, is officially a Spanish language 
nation while only 40 per cent of the populace 
speak Spanish. 


Christ Two Millenia Later: As we 
approach within 25 years of the 2000th year 
since the birth of Christ, we may note that 
almost a billion of the world’s estimated 
3,789,000,000 dwellers follow Christ by 
various pathways: 


Catholics 552,000,000 
Protestants 325,000,000 
Orthodox 92,000,000. 


969,000,000

Africans freed from 
- spirits in falling stars

During one of my first safaris in Africa, I 
sat around the fire in the evening listening to 
some elderly tribesmen talk about falling 
stars. 


They believed that each falling star 
streaking across the sky contained the spirit 
of an ancestor. ‘‘It comes from far away to 
kill someone in our villages,’’ one said, and 
the circle of solemn faces nodded gravely. 


NOT ONLY was | eager to enlighten them, 
I felt it was my missionary duty to do so. But 
although I spent long evenings in discussion 
with them, I failed to convince them that 
falling stars are merely pieces of rock which 
burn to ashes in the atmosphere. 


‘‘Ah, you Basungu are very clever in many 
ways,’’ one of the ancient ones said, resting 
his hand on my shoulder as if he were 
consoling a son. ‘‘You put pieces of iron 
together.and make a car run all by itself. 


‘*You make machines which fly above the 
clouds, but as for understanding the power 
of the spirits in our world...well, perhaps 
one day if you stay long enough with us you 
too will feel the presence and power of the 
spirits and you will need our witchdoctors to 
protect you from them.”’ 


THUS DO cultures meet—Africa and the 
West—around the glowing embers of a fire 
under a sky full of threatening “‘ghosts.”’ 


And such exchanges of opinions are far 
from fruitless. Through them, the mission- 
ary gets to know and respect his people. He 
begins to understand the enormous differ- 
ences in backgrounds and traditions, and to 
‘realize the up-hill struggle some people 
must go through to catch up with the 20th 
century. But what does he accomplish? | 


For example, friends often ask me: ‘Are 
_ you getting any results from your missionary 
work in Africa?”’ 


A SIMPLE question that is difficult to 
answer. The first difficulty is the size of 
Africa. It’s a continent of 355 million people 
who’ live in 49 countries, 16 of which are 
among the poorest nations in the world. 


Political, social and economic conditions vary 
greatly from North to South and from East to 
West. So do problems and achievements. 


What are the results then in a missionary 


“sense? The key one, in my opinion, is this: 


The African Church has come of age; she is 
vigorous and alive, ready to give as much—if 
not more—than she received from Christians 
coming from outside of Africa. 


There are now more than 42 million 
Catholics in Africa, about 4,600 African 
priests and 154 African bishops. The Church 
has been’ implanted; the Gospel is being 
preached—and it is being preached increas- 
ingly by Africans. 

CERTAINLY, missionaries have under- 
gone some severe hardships in Africa. They 
were the necessary pioneers, and then the 
willing crutches on which the new Church 
could lean. 


But when more and more African nations 
became independent, self-important and 
stronger, missionaries were looked upon as 
reminders of the nations’ colonial past. 


African Church leaders today, however, 
are looking upon missionaries as necessary 
bridge builders, representatives of older 
churches that are linking Christian commun- 
ities in all parts of the world. 


THIS IS a good sign, because missionaries 
once again are being esteemed for their 
concern for souls—not only for their 
expertise in the social and welfare fields. 


The bishops of East Africa made this clear 
in their ‘‘Special Message to Missionaries”’ 
in December 1974: ‘‘A new missionary era 
has begun,”’ they said. ‘“‘A new missionary 
spirit has been initiated between the older 
and younger churches. It consists in 
fraternal give-and-take.”’ 


And speaking of the continuous need for | 


missionaries, Bishop Patrick Kalilombe of 
Lilongwe, Malawi, said: ‘“‘Even if there were 


enough local people to evangelize an area, it 


would not be our ideal to say that 
missionaries therefore are not wanted. 
Evangelization should always be between 
churches. We should not make the mistake 
of confusing self-sufficiency with isolation.” 


YES, the elderly tribesmen around that 
fire were wrong about the spirits in falling 
stars. And missionaries, by preaching the 
Word, do help free the people from the 
tyranny of superstition.

Truth through Dialogue 


_ All men have the right

Back in 1946 the Chinese people were 


struggling to recover from eight years of 
devastating war. In the north the fighting 
continued between the armies of Chiang Kai 
Shek and Mao Tse Tung. As a nation they 
were financially bankrupt. Food, clothing 
and medicines were in short supply. 

In an effort to alleviate some of the suf- 
fering endured by millions, the Churches 
organized a vast relief effort. Shanghai was 
the center for this activity. United China 
Relief, Church World Service, Friends 
Service Committee, Catholic Welfare 
Committee representing Catholic Relief 
Services, Church of the Brethren, Lutheran 
Service Committee and several more 
voluntary agencies were serving the needy 
regardless of religious belief or unbelief. 


THE BETTER to coordinate their efforts, 
they formed the China Relief Agencies 
Coordinating Committee. They pooled their 
resources and distribution was handled by 
the agency best equipped for the task. 

Prior to World War II there was an- 
tagonism, suspicion and jealousy among the 
various Christian denominations. The agony 
of the war, toa large extent, was responsible 
for eliminating all of ‘this. With death 
hovering overhead the pettiness of 
denominational differences was buried. 


Almost 20 years after these Shanghai 
happenings: Vatican Council II addressed 
itself to the question of ecumenism among 
Christians and the relationships between 
Christians and non-Christians. 


IN A FOOTNOTE on page 662 of “The 
Documents of Vatican II’’ we find these 
words: ‘“Through+centuries missionaries 
often adopted the attitude that 1 on-Christian 
religions were simply the work 9f Satan and 
the missionaries’ task was to convert from 
error to knowledge of the truth. 


“This Declaration (non-Christian) marks 
an authoritative change in approach. Now, 


‘to hear the word of God 


for the first time, there is recognition of 
other religions as entities with which the 
Church can and should enter into dialogue.” 

The missionary-of 40 years ago had ear- 
nestly desired to share the Good News with 
the non-Christian nations. But I believe he 
had too little knowledge of the religious 


’ instincts’ of those to whom he preached. 


Moreover, he frequently looked upon non- — 


‘Christian religious practices as works of the 


devil. There was no such a thing as dialogue. 


THERE WAS also a great hesitancy to 
permit the newly converted to study for the 
priesthood. It was not until 1926 that Chinese _ 
priests were welcomed into the episcopacy. 


In 1949 a French priest who had spent 40 
consecutive years in China told me that no 
Chinese priest was worthy of ordination as a 
Bishop. Somehow or other, the whole point 
in Jesus Christ’s life and death seems to 
have been missed. 


Loudly we proclaimed that He died that 
ALL men might be saved. We tended to 
forget, however, that all Christians, — 
Protestant, Orthodox and Catholic — 
number less than one billion in a world. 
population racing toward four billion. 


ARE THOSE three billion men, women 
and children outside the saving mercy of 
God? Surely not. But they have a right to 
hear the word of God and we who, through 
no merit of our own, have received the 
followers of the truth, have an obligation to 
provide them with the opportunity to hear. 


No one will ever know how much harm has 
been done by the scandal of Christian 
disunity. In our approach to the non- 
Christian peoples of our world, there must 
be a true spirit of ecumenism. More than 
this, we must exercise true humility and 
accept dialogue as our methdology. 

Let us remember well these words from 
the Decree on Ecumenism: “Before the 
whole world, let all Christians profess their 
faith in God, one and three, in the incarnate 
Son of God, our Redeemer and Lord. United 
in their efforts, and with mutual respect, let 
them bear witness to our common hope, : 
which does not play us false. 


“Since in-our times cooperation in social 
matters is very widely practiced, all men 
without exception are summoned to united 
effort. Thse who believe in God have a 
stronger summons, but the strongest claims 
are laid on Christians, since they have been 


sealed with the name of Christ.”’.

Conscience formation is an essential part 
of religious education. 


This subject is discussed in Chapter Seven 
of the National Catechetical Directory. 


‘6&4 PERSON’S conscience develops as the 
person develops, It is central to the person’s 
overall consciousness and understanding of 
self, others, and the world at any given stage 
of maturity. 


It can be described as a kind of summary 
awareness of this consciousness and 
understanding, an awareness that places the 
value of good, bad, or indifferent on,the past 
experiences which formed it. As a kind of 
conscious evaluation of the past it serves as a 
norm for making new decisions. 


‘‘When conscience is understood’ as an 
integral part of the person’s overall 
consciousness, it~ becomes -impossible to 
regard conscience formation as a separate 
activity or form of teaching. Virtually every 
experience of the person affects conscience 
formation to some degree. In this sense all 
religious education is conscience formation. 


BUT RELIGIOUS education must give 
special attention to conscience formation in 
two ways. By translating God’s revelation 
into experiences and concepts appropriate to 
the stage of development of the. person, 
religious education helps the person to 
formulate norms for Christian living which 
are realistic at that stage of maturity. 


“If the religious education provided is not 
suited to the maturity of the persons 
involved, it could contribute to a malformed 
conscience. 


‘‘Second, religious education must be 
particularly sensitive to persons when they 
are going through certain critical transitions 
in their maturity. For example, during the 
transition from childhood to puberty and 
during the passage from’ adolescence to 
adult maturity, persons find it necessary to 
reevaluate all their past experiences ‘in the 


- Conscience is formed as 
_ new values are learned — 


light of the new ones thrust upon them. 


DURING THESE transitions, religious 
education must present those elements of 


revelation most applicable to the person’s - 


present experience and most useful in 
helping the person undertake the necessary 
reevaluation of past experiences in the light 
of faith. At these moments we come closest 
to what might be called conscience formation 
as a separate activity. 

‘*Special methods like values clarification, 
(sound) group dynamics activities and 
related experiences which focus directly on 


: the person’s conscience are appropriate. But 


giving special attention to _ conscience 
formation at these periods of transition 
should not distract from the fact that 
virtually all religious education is involved in 
conscience formation from infancy to death. 


While the moral tradition of the Church 
illumined by revelation can be presented in 
the ‘form of certain principlés, the formal 
teaching of these principles must be 
qualified in two ways. First, they must be 
adapted or explained according to the age 
and understanding of the person. Second, 


the growing person must be taught how to — 


use these principles as norms for making 
personal, concrete decisions. 


“THE HUMAN sciences show that a 
person normally arrives at the capacity for 
these kinds of truly moral decision only in 
stages. For reason, it would be a mistake to 
think that it is sufficient for religious 
education to take for granted it is enough to 
present the absolutes and require their 
memorization early in life and to demand 
rigid obedience. 


Unless they are explained according to the 
growing child’s capacity to understand and 
unless the child is helped to discover how 
they are to be applied to concrete situations, 
the child’s moral maturity may be retarded 
rather than fostered. : 


“Responsibility for the formation of-a 
Christian conscience rests with everyone 
who is involved with the person’s religious 
education as he or*she moves through the 
stages of maturing.”’ 


Conscience formation is an extremely 
important part of the development of a 
person. ‘

A shift in Focus 


Christ is already present | 
in even pagan cultures _

Father Simon E. Smith, SJ, as 
executive secretary of Jesuit Missions, 
is coordinator of the mission activities 
of more than 1,000 United States and 
Canadian Jesuits serving in local 
churches in more than 50 foreign 
countries. 


Something big has happened in the 
Church’s thinking about its missionary role. 

A simplistic definition of the missionary’s 
role was: Go out anid preach the Gospel to 
the pagans, baptize them, catechize their 
souls and bring them whatever possible of 
culture and civilization. But no single 
modern mission”’ fits that description. 


A PROFOUND indication of the change 
that has taken place in our thinking is that 
this very article on ecumenical recon- 
ciliation with unbelievers is itself under the 
overall heading of “reconciliation,” not 
evangilization. 

A modern missionary approaches “un- 
believers” not with a desire to root out their 
evil beliefs, to impose his own forms of 
Christian belief and practice, but rather 
with a desire first to learn and to make his 
own the beauty, depth and sensitivity of 
belief in God already present in Islam, or 


‘Buddhism or Hinduism or whatever. 


If Christ, the Church and Christianity are 
the fulfillment of non-Christian religions (as 
Vatican II teaches), it follows that Christ, 
the Church and Christianity are already 
somehow present in them. Hence, the first 
function of a missionary is discovery of the 
Christ already present and somehow in- 
carnate in another culture, but maybe not 
immediately discernible to the foreigner. 


THE MISSIONARY’S first priority is 
sensitivity to the values in the culture he 
comes to encounter and with which he seeks 
reconciliation. Matteo Ricci in China and 
Roberto de Nobili in India are justly vaunted 
as examples of genuine cross-cultural 
sensitivity. : 

Today, we realize that the suffering of 
most ‘unbelievers’ is not purely spiritual 
(ignorance of Jesus, darkness of paganism), 


nor even personal and physical (disease, 
poverty, hunger), but something far more 
massive and overwhelming: oppression, 
alienation, victimization. 

The poverty which characterizes so much 
of the Third World where most of today’s 
“unbelievers” live is-itself the result par- 
tially of social structures, like exploitative 
trade relations and an-unjust international 
economic order. 


THE REALIZATION by missionaries, 
bishops of Third World churches (like 
Helder Camara) and religious leaders in 
general (like Pedro Arrupe) a bigger ob- 
stacle to conversion than many of us in the 
Western world realize, has led the Synod of 
Bishops to declare that ‘action on behalf of 
justice and participation in the tran- 
sformation of the world fully appear to us as 
a constitutive dimension of the preaching of 
the Gospel.”’ - 

In other words, if we are to really bring 
Christianity to the “unbelievers,’’ we must 


be a part of combatting the evil structures a 


which cause their suffering. Our actions are 
more eloquent than rhetoric alone. 


WE IN THE United States and European 
Christians, for the most part, live com- 
fortably. Actually, we have an overabund- 
ance of nearly everything. The “‘un- 
believers” in India, say, or Uganda, or 
South Africa, or Korea or China see us 
primarily as affluent peoples — affluent 
way beyond our needs — who are respon- 
sible for their misery because we do not 
share enough with them. 

It is, therefore, our responsibility to truly 
practice our Christianity by cooperating 
with the goals of the church to bring about a 
more equal distribution throughout the 
world. We do not have to go out into the 
missions to be a part of them. 

We can make our own personal con- 
tribution by supporting political issues that 
will result in a genuine sharing. Until that 
happens — and it actually is happening, 
albeit gradually — the whole question of 
ecumenical reconciliation with unbelievers 
remains academic.

it was, of course, traumatic. ‘‘But,’’ he said, 
‘as long as you keep smiling and trust in the 
Lord, everything. comes out -well.”’ 

Father Dunn, who taught scripture and 
theology at the University of Albuquerque 
and was retired at the early age of 49 
because of a serious heart ailment, is trying 
to establish a Dersynay ministry to the blind 
here.. 


FOUR YEARS AGO, ina freak reaction to 
medication prescribed for his heart con- 
dition, he was totally blinded. 

“Just like that,” he said. “I took the 
medication and in 20 minutes.I was blind.” 

In 1965 an automobile accident left him 
lamed in one leg and with a paralyzed arm. 
His arm was cured five years later during a 
visit to the shrine of the Immaculate Con- 
ception in Lourdes, France. 

In addition to crippling ill-health and 
blindness, Father Dunn knows what it is to 
lose every material possession. 


WHEN ACTING as chaplain to the 


detention home in Albuquerque, he left his 
house to visit the home only minutes before 
a furnace explosion burned the building and 
its contents to the ground. — 

Asked how he has managed to keep his 
cheerful perspective and maintain the 
fullness of life that he does, through such 
extraordinary afflictions, he spoke simply of 
his devotion to Our Lord of the Agony in the 


_. Garden. 


It was this image of the suffering Christ, 
unwilling to drink the “cup” extended to 


him, yet accepting it with ‘‘not my will but 


yours” that has sustained him through 
many difficult times and renewed his 
courage and strength. 


SINCE LOSING his sight _ he has now 
recovered 10 per cent vision in one eye — 
Father Dunn learned to adjust to his new life 
with the aid of a guide dog from the San 
Rafael, Calif., training center. He still at- 


tends classes in Braille at the Center for the - 


Blind in San Diego. 


His voice reflects remembered pain when 
he relates how unknown persons have on one 
occasion kicked and broken the ribs of his 
dog ‘‘Wen”’ and later brought her to the 
point of death through poisoning. 

“She is a beautiful golden labrador and 
the greatest conversation piece possible,” 
he said, smiling. ‘‘Everyone talks to us 
because of her. Without her I wens he 
completely grounded.”’ 


THE FIRST LESSON a blind person must 
learn is not to feel sorry for himself, Father 
Dunn insisted. But it can be difficult. A 
searing memory remains of the waitress 
who served him and a friend shortly after 
the onset of his blindness. 

“What do you want?’ she asked his 
companion and then, indicating Father 
Dunn, ‘‘and what does he want?”’ It is an 
affront to human dignity to ignore a person 
because he has lost the use of one of the 
senses, he added, ‘‘we may have. lost our 
sight, but we haven’t lost our minds. People 
may rob me of anything but my dignity.” 

The 54-year-old priest has a favorite word 
“empathy.’”’ ‘Not pity,’ he is quick to 
correct, ‘“‘but empathy. The blind don’t need 
or want pity.’’ Father Dunn’s personal 
experiences well equip him for the quality of 
empathy. 


EMPATHY HAS LED him to seek an 
apostolate even in retirement — in ministry 
to other blind persons. ‘‘At present there is 
no organized ministry to the blind here. I 
would like to get the Catholic blind together 
and help them see what life can offer, let 
them see what is available for the blind, and 
how they may find joy and interest in life.”’ 

He feels called to evangelization of adult 
blind — ‘‘to meet with them at my home and 
teach them about the Lord. I would like to 
bring them to joy in the Lord’’ — and to 
teach CCD to blind children. t 

Father Dunn is impressed by the 
discovery that one of the. regularly 
scheduled lectors at Christ the King church, 
San Diego is blind. Jimmy Picco reads there 
most Sundays from a lectionary in Braille. 


“I WOULD LIKE to see more of that,” he © 


said, ‘‘more involvement in the life of the 


Church by the blind, more participation in 


the parishes and the liturgy.”

Struggle now starts for field workers’ votes

Ten years ago, come September, the Teamsters 
Union and the Cesar Chavez-led United Farm 
Workers Organizing Committee contested a farm 
labor ballot at the Di Giorgio ranches in the lush San 
Joaquin valley of California. The result was UFWOC 
530, Teamsters 331. Another 20 workers voted for no 
union. 


The ballot was conducted under the supervision of 
the’ American Arbitration Association and was the 
first and last, until today, of genuine secret ballot 
voting among California’s farm workers. 


NOW, WITH THE signing of state legislation 
covering collective bargaining for field workers, the 
stage is Set for a monumental struggle between the 
Teamsters and Chavez for the right to represent 
them in the coming years. 


Of course many things have changed in the past 
decade. UFWOC has become the United Farm 
Workers of America—a full-fledged union affiliated 
with the AFL-CIO. 


From 1968 until 1970, it conducted a successful 
international boycott of grapes not picked by its 
members. It forced the grape growers to sign 
contracts with it and at one time represented some 
60;000 of the farm workers. 


BUT ALONG WITH success came a major failure 
which has contributed to the loss of many contracts 
and a reduction of UFWA membership to around 
6,000. 


In 1970, after signing up most of ee grape 
growers, Chavez moved his organizers into the 
lettuce fields of the Salinas Valley hoping to gain 
contracts to represent those workers too. However, 
almost immediately the lettuce growers signed 
contracts with the Teamsters, in an effort to thwart 
the Chavez ambition to represent all the state’s farm 
workers. No elections or even card checks were held. 
The workers were literally handed over to the 
jurisdiction of the Western Teamsters Conference. 


Although strikes were called and a national lettuce 
boycott proclaimed, only three major lettuce 
producers signed with Chavez. The other 197 stayed 
with the Teamsters. Three years later, when 
renewals of grape contracts were to be negotiated, 

~ almost all of the growers involved rejected the 
_UFWA and = signed ihe workers over to the 
Teamsters. 


THE GROWERS CLAIMED that their contracts 
with the Chavez group were poorly administered and 


that their workers wanted to be represented by the- 


Teamsters. Still, no elections were held and few, if 
any, membership card checks made. 


Chavez accused the growers and Teamsters of a 
conspiracy to destroy his union and he-reinstated the 
grape boycott along with that of lettuce not picked by 
his union. 


This is how matters have stood over the past two 
years, with an added element of a Chavez-organized 
boycott of Gallo wine products. Chavez accused the 
huge California wine company of rejecting his union 


ne 
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Will new farm labor law put an end to this? 


‘ “could only be hed as medieval. Today, this too 


has improved immeasurably. 


Much of the credit for the better wages and 
working conditions have been assigned to the 
original Chavez organizing committee, without 
which most of the ‘farm workers would have 
remained unrepresented in dealings with their 
employers. Until the successful grape boycott, most 
growers had refused to deal with any union. 


THE CHURCH'S interest in the problem, and the 
1969 declaration of the California bishops that moral. 
issues were involved, led to the establishment of the 
U.S. Catholic Bishops’ Ad Hoc Committee on Farm 
Labor. 

In early 1970, the committee visited various parts 
of the state on a fact-finding mission and then 
offered its services to the growers and Chavez in

in collusion with the Teamsters, who now have the 
Gallo grape pickers under contract. 


NO ONE KNOWS just how successful the current 
- boycotts have been. Still, huge sums of money have 
been spent by all sides in taking their case to the 
public. One thing is certain, the boycotts and the 
counter moves by the Teamsters and Gallo have hurt 
the image of California agriculture. They have pitted 
citizen against citizen, Catholic against Catan 
priest against priest. 


Religious groups have been involved in the farm 


labor dispute ever since its beginning. The Catholic - 


Church assigned priests to minister to the farm 
workers, most of whom were Mexican-Americans 
and staunch co-religionists. In those days of the late 
‘50s and early “60s, farm workers earned an average 
of $1.45 per hour, about half of what industrial 


workers earned. Today they average $2.60 per hour. - 


In those days their working conditions and: housing 


mediation of the dispute. The. bishops’ committee 
efforts resulted in the formal signing of contracts by 
most of the grape growers with Chavez. 


The bishops also were invited into the Salinas 
Valley lettuce dispute and were responsible for the 
signing of two jurisdictional agreements between 


the Chavez union and the Western Teamsters. 


Conference. The Teamsters agreed, both times, to 
leave the organizing of field'workers to the United 
Farm Workers of America. However, Teamster 
locals in the area refused to honor the agreements 
and they were not implemented. ; 
MEANWHILE, the California ‘bishops were 
calling for legislation to ensure the rights of farm 
workers to organize into unions of their choice and 
for the right of secret ballot in any elections held. 


Over the past several years, a number of measures. 


were proposed but were defeated in the state 
legislature mainly because they were either 


pro-Chavez or pro-grower. 

In addition, the two former governors during this 
past decade, Edmund G. (Pat) Brown and: Ronald 
Reagan, failed to work for any farm worker 
legislation. Brown never committed himself to either 
side, whereas. Reagan denounced Chavez's union 
and publicly sided with the growers. 


It took the former governor’s son, Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., to break the impasse. At his inauguration 
as governor in January, he called for legislation to 
establish equity. for both growers and workers. He 
then became actively engaged in seeing that a 
measure acceptable to all sides was introduced. To 
speed things up, he called a special session of the 
legislature to deal with it. In two weeks the measure 
went through both houses and was on his desk for 
signature (May 29). 


The 38-year-old governor Worked for several days 


“in the middle of May, accepting suggestions from 


Chavez, the Teamsters and the growers, finally 
whipping a compromise measure into shape which 
will become law Aug. 29. Active in the compromise 
negotiations were representatives of the California 
bishops. In fact, the final bill contains most of the 
points which the bishops had been advocating 
during the past six years. 


BETWEEN NOW AND Ra 29, both the 
Teamsters and the UFWA will be working to gain 
the allegiance of the field workers. The Teamsters 
have the edge, for they hold most of the current 
contracts, which can only be voided by a majority of 
the workers calling for a secret ballot election to . 


change the representation. 


Chavez, on the other hand, has claimed all along 
that given the vote, even those presently under 
Teamster contracts will go with his union. His 
disadvantage lies in the fact that he cannot solicit 
support on farm. property under Teamster. contract. 


Furthermore, if Chavez does not make big inroads 
into the Teamster contracts, the future of his 
fledgling union is in doubt, The Teamsters have no 
such problems. They have diverse membership; are 
powerful politically and financially, and could 
continue the struggle for years without being hurt. 


What: of the growers? Some are having second 
thoughts about the new legislation—especially the 


‘section dealing with secondary boycotts. But they 


also know that the unionization of their workers is 
now covered by laws which also protect them and 
outlaw unfair labor practices in agriculture. Most 
would have preferred no unions, but willsettle for 
one answerable under the terms of the new 
California Agriculture Labor Relations Act of 1975.

gathered in the patish hall to discuss the policies and vote on 
them,’’ she said. Fire : 

A team of priests, Sisters and laity mainly from the Padre 
Hidalgo Center were constantly on the move throughout the 
early months of the year preparing the people in districts 
throughout the diocese for the RAP-Up sessions. 


ALTHOUGH approximately 20,000 people took part in the 
earlier Speak-Up Sessions of the Synod last year, the total for 
the RAP-Ups is around 15,000, including the large Spanish 
vote, which accounts for 12,000. 

“T think-it must be made. clear,’’ said Father Straling, 
“that the RAP-Up sessions were not meant to give a final 
“Yes” or ‘‘No”’ toa policy, but to indicate a response. It is not 
just the figures alone. They have to be weighed by the 
commissioners, particularly in the light of amendments, and 
the commissioners will have to produce amended policies 
where indicated. 

“They can accept, rewrite, reject or offer a new policy for 
later sessions,” he said. ‘‘The bishop will receive a statement 


* of each policy with a report from each commission, and in the 


light of the report and the vote; decisions will be made.” 

Asked what had happened to original Synod plans for a 
large session of delegates to a three-day Synod meeting to 
shape the final documents, Father Straling said that as the 
Synod had evolved over recent years this idea seemed im- 
practical. ; 

It became clearer that with the difficulties of tran- 
sportation and communication in this very large diocese, a 
special three-day session was unsuitable, and the RAP-Ups 
were proving to be the best alternative, giving everyone who 
attends a voice in that final policy. 

HE SAID IT was admittedly disappointing that numbers 
had decreased and that only 50.6 per cent of parishes 
responded, but felt- that the whole Synod exercise had borne 
beneficial results which had enhanced many activities in 
parishes and in the diocese generally. 

The deanery with the best attendance record for the RAP- 
Ups is University, with 100 per cent. Cathedral deanery is 
next with 92 per cent response. Lowest response is from 
Riverside deanery with 17.6 per cent and San Bernardino 
deanery with 25 per cent.

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California's bishops 


hail farm labor law, 
urge peace in fields 


SACRAMENTO. — 
California’s Catholic bishops 
have hailed the state’s new 
agriculture labor relations 
act and urged the creation of 
a “new era of mutual trust 
which must be the first step 
toward peace in our fields.”’ 

Their statement, issued by 
Bishop John Cummins, 
California Catholic Con- 
ference director, came June 
5 immediately after the 
legislation, which mandates 
secret ballot union elections 
for farm workers, was 
signed -into law by Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. 


THE BISHOPS praised 
Gov. Brown for bringing ‘‘a 
legislative solution’’ to the 
labor dispute that has gone 
on for years between the 
United. Farm Workers of 


America (UFWA), the 
Teamsters’ Union and the 
growers. 


“The mere signing of 
legislation does not guaran- 


_ tee an end to all the anguish 
and strife that has ac- 


companied this dispute over 
the years,” the bishops said. 
“That can be ac- 


complished only through a 
change of individual at- 
titudes-— a sincere change of 
heart, which will create the 
much needed atmosphere of 
trust.”’ 

The, bishops suggested 
three ways for the growers 
and the unions to demon- 
strate their goodwill: 


“WE URGE the growers 
already with contracts to 
allow full access by the 
unions to the farm workers 
to acquaint them with the 
benefits of the union 
movement. 

“We urge the growers and 
the Teamsters to suspend at 
once all contract 


negotiations and signings” 


until the act becomes ef- 
fective (in August) and the 
workers have had the chance 


to express their wishes in ~ 


secret ballot elections. 

“In good conscience, we 
urge the UFWA, the 
Teamsters to suspend at 
once boycotts, strikes, slow- 
downs and other activities 
until the new law becomes 
effective.’’ (See Talking 
Point on page 11.)

‘Teamsters cancel Catholic hospital gift 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (NC) 


_—A Teamsters union local 


recently withdrew a $25,000 
pledge it made to St. 
Raphael’s hospital here be- 
cause of Catholic support of 
the United Farm Workers of 
America (UFWA). 

Additionally two AFL-CIO 
affiliates also cancelled 
$25,000 pledges to the hos- 
pital backing the Teamsters 
local. 


“The action | was prompted

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by the active support of the 
Catholic Church and particu- 
larly Auxiliary Bishop Joseph 
Donnelly of Hartford,’ a 
hospital board member, ‘‘in 
support of the UFWA,”’ said 
a letter to the hospital signed 
by John Pisano, secretary of 
the Teamsters local. 


BISHOP DONNELLY lent 
his support to the UFWA 


boycott effort as chairman of |

Last January picket lines 
were set up outside some 
New. Haven liquor stores 
which sold Gallo wines, a 
main boycott target. 


Pisano said his local is 
being drawn into the dispute, 
which he sees as a California 
problem, because ‘“‘if people 
don’t buy the wine Team- 
sters deliver, the Teamsters 
are out of work.”’’ 


He said Bishop Donnelly” 


has made statements ‘‘to the 


effect that Teamsters are not 
good people,’’ and in his 
letter to the hospital he said: 


“IN CONNECTICUT this 
action (the boycott) was 
taken without any opportun- 
ity given to the Teamsters to 
present their case. If the 
Church’s attitude is that the 
Teamsters are oppressing 
the farm workers—which is 
untrue—then we think you 
do ‘not want or need our 
money.”’

edited by George J. Dyer, N.Y., The 
Seabury Press. 308 pages, $10. 

Eighteen fine theelogians have combined 
their efforts to produce the: best catechism 
that I have ever seen, since the Second 
Vatican Council. Among the authors is San 
Diego’s own Father Norbert J. Rigali, SJ.

This is wise, since many of the 
moral questions are answered with very 
modern thinking.

and raised in the Indiana hill country-by an 
eccentric old woman, who is taken in by a 
childless couple whose lives she enriches.

Leachman star. 


One is a Lonely Number (June 19, CBS, 9 
p.m.) — an easily dismissable ‘bit of non- 
sense about a sweet young girl trying to 
renew her circulation as the result of bad 
marriage number one. Morally unob- 
jectionable for adults. 

Cotton Comes to Harlem (June 19, NBC, 9 
p.m.) — black-oriented detective-comedy 
will probably challenge the TV network 
censor more than it will the home viewer.
